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Size of Oregon wildfire underscores vastness of 
the US West 





(AP) — The monstrous wild- 
fire burning in Oregon has 
grown to a third the size of 
Rhode Island and spreads 
miles each day, but evacu- 
ations and property losses 
have been minimal com- 
pared with much smaller 
blazes in densely populated 
areas of California. 


The fire’s jaw-dropping size 
contrasted with its relatively 
small impact on people under- 
scores the vastness of the Amer- 
ican West and offers a reminder 
that Oregon, which is larger 
than Britain, is still a largely ru- 
ral state, despite being known 


mostly for its largest city, Port- 
land. 


The 476-square-mile 
(1,210-square-kilometer) Boot- 
leg Fire is burning 300 miles 
(483 kilometers) southeast of 
Portland in and around the Fre- 
mont-Winema National Forest, 
a vast expanse of old-growth 
forest, lakes and wildlife refuges. 





If the fire were in densely pop- 
ulated parts of California, “it 
would have destroyed thousands 
of homes by now,” said James 
Johnston, a researcher with Or- 
egon State University’s College 
of Forestry who studies histori- 
cal wildfires. “But it is burning 
in one of the more remote areas 
of the lower 48 states. It’s not 
the Bay Area out there.” 


At least 2,000 homes have been 
evacuated at some point dur- 
ing the fire and another 5,000 
threatened. At least 70 homes 
and more than 100 outbuildings 
have gone up in flames. Thick 
smoke chokes the area where 
residents and wildlife alike 
have already been dealing with 
months of drought and extreme 
heat. No one has died. 


Pushed by strong winds from 
the southwest, the fire is spread- 
ing rapidly to the north and east, 
advancing toward an area that’s 
increasingly remote. 


Evacuation orders on the fire’s 
southern edge, closer to more 
populous areas like Klamath 
Falls and Bly, have been lifted 
or relaxed as crews gain control. 
Now it’s small, unincorporated 
communities like Paisley and 
Long Creek — both with fewer 
than 250 people — and scat- 
tered homesteads that are in the 
crosshairs. 


“The Bootleg Fire is threatening 
ranch houses that are in pretty 
far-flung areas,” Johnston said. 
“There are no suburbs in that 
area.” 


But as big as the Bootleg Fire is, 
it’s not the biggest Oregon has 
seen. The fire’s current size puts 
it fourth on the list of the state’s 
largest blazes in modern times, 
including rangeland fires, and 
second on the list of infernos 
specifically burning in forest. 


These megafires usually burn 
until the late fall or even early 
winter, when rain finally puts 
them out. 


The largest forest fire in mod- 
ern history was the Biscuit 
Fire, which torched nearly 780 
square miles (2,000 square ki- 
lometers) in 2002 in the Rogue 
River-Siskiyou National Forest 
in southern Oregon and north- 
ern California. The largest fire 
of any type was the Long Draw 
Fire in 2012, which incinerated 
872 square miles (2,260 square 
kilometers) of mostly sagebrush 
and rangeland in the endless ex- 
panses of southeastern Oregon, 
where almost no one lives. 


By the time the Bootleg Fire is 
extinguished months from now, 
it will likely be as big or bigger 
than those fires, but research 
shows that Oregon once expe- 
rienced megafires much larger 
than these fairly often, Johnston 
said. 


“I think it’s important for us to 
take the long view of wildfire. 
In the context of the last couple 
hundreds years, the Bootleg Fire 
is not large,” he said. “One of 
the things my lab group does is 
reconstruct historical fires, and 
fires that were burning in that 
area in the 1600s and 1700s were 
just as big as the Bootleg Fire or 
bigger.” 


That’s little reassurance for fire 
crews battling the current blaze, 
which is 25% contained. 


On Monday, flames forced the 
evacuation of a wildlife research 
station as firefighters had to re- 
treat from the flames for the 
ninth consecutive day due to 
erratic and dangerous fire be- 
havior. Sycan Marsh hosts thou- 
sands of migrating and nesting 
birds and is a key research sta- 
tion on wetland restoration in 
the upper reaches of the Klam- 
ath Basin. 


Fire pushed by winds and fueled 
by bone-dry conditions jumped 
fire-retardant containment lines 
and pushed up to 4 miles into 
new territory, authorities said. 


Fire crews were also rushing to 
corral multiple “slop fires” — 
patches of flames that escaped 
fire lines meant to contain the 
blaze — before they grew in 
size. One of those smaller fires 
was already nearly 4 square 
miles (10 square kilometers) in 
size. Thunderstorms with dry 
lightning were possible Monday 
as well, heightening the dangers. 


“We are running firefighting 
operations through the day and 
all through the night,” said Joe 
Hessel, incident commander. 
“This fire is a real challenge, and 
we are looking at sustained bat- 
tle for the foreseeable future.” 
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Biden: “Killing people’ remark was call for big tech to act 


(AP) President Joe 
Biden tempered his as- 
sessment that social media 
giants are “killing people” 
by hosting misinforma- 
tion about the COVID-19 
vaccines on their plat- 
forms, saying Monday that 
he hoped they would not 
take it “personally” and 
instead would act to save 
lives. 


While companies like Face- 
book defend their practic- 
es and say they’re helping 
people around the world 
access verified information 
about the shots, the White 
House says they haven’t done 
enough to stop misinforma- 
tion that has helped slow the 
pace of new vaccinations in 
the U.S. to a trickle. It comes 
as the U.S. sees a rise in virus 
cases and deaths among those 
who haven’t gotten a shot, in 
what officials call an emerg- 
ing “pandemic of the unvac- 
cinated.” 





Speaking at the White House, 
Biden insisted he meant “pre- 
cisely what I said” when he 
said Friday of the tech giants 
that “they’re killing people.” 
But he said the point of his 
rhetoric was to ramp up pres- 
sure on the companies to take 
action. 





“My hope is that Facebook, 
instead of taking it person- 
ally that somehow I’m saying 
‘Facebook is killing people,’ 
that they would do some- 


thing about the misinforma- 
tion,” Biden said. 


Biden’s comments come as 
the White House has strug- 
gled to counteract resistance 
to getting a shot, particularly 
among younger and more 
Republican demographics. 
Fewer than 400,000 Ameri- 
cans are getting their first 
vaccine dose each day — 
down from a high of more 
than 2 million per day in 
April. More than 90 million 
eligible people have not re- 
ceived a dose. 


The administration has in- 
creasingly seized on false 
or misleading information 
about the safety and efficacy 
of the vaccines as a driver of 
that hesitance. It has refer- 
enced a study by the Center 
for Countering Digital Hate, 
a nonprofit that studies ex- 
tremism, that linked a dozen 
accounts to spreading the 
majority of vaccine disinfor- 
mation on Facebook. 


“Facebook isn't killing peo- 
ple. These 12 people are out 
there giving misinformation, 
anyone listening to it is get- 
ting hurt by it, it’s killing 
people,” Biden said. “It’s bad 
information.” 


“Pm not trying to hold peo- 
ple accountable. I’m trying to 
make people look at them- 
selves, look in the mirror,” 
Biden said, adding, “Think 
about that  misinforma- 


tion going to your son, your 
daughter, your relative.” 


In the view of the administra- 
tion, chastising the social me- 
dia companies — who have 
come under mounting scru- 
tiny in Washington over not 
just disinformation, but also 
antitrust and privacy prac- 
tices — is a proxy for criti- 
cizing the originators of dis- 
information themselves. To 
avoid amplifying falsehoods, 
the White House has gener- 
ally sought to avoid engaging 
directly with those spreading 
misinformation. 


Last week, U.S. Surgeon 
General Vivek Murthy de- 
clared misinformation about 
the vaccines a deadly threat 


to public health. 


“Misinformation poses an 
imminent and insidious 
threat to our nation’s health,” 
Murthy said during re- 
marks Thursday at the White 
House. “We must confront 
misinformation as a nation. 
Lives are depending on it.” 


Murthy said technology 
companies and social media 
platforms must make mean- 
ingful changes to their prod- 
ucts and software to reduce 
the spread of false informa- 
tion while increasing access 
to authoritative, fact-based 
sources. 


Too often, he said, the plat- 
forms are built in ways that 





encourage the spread of mis- 
information. 


“We are asking them to step 
up,” Murthy said. “We can’t 
wait longer for them to take 
aggressive action.” 


Facebook on Friday respond- 
ed to Biden’s attack, with 
spokesperson Kevin McAli- 
ster saying, “The facts show 
that Facebook is helping save 
lives. Period.” 


The company also released 
a blog post saying its inter- 
nal research showed it was 
not responsible for Biden’s 
missed vaccination goal. 
“The data shows that 85% 
of Facebook users in the US 
have been or want to be vac- 
cinated against COVID-19. 
President Biden’s goal was 
for 70% of Americans to be 
vaccinated by July 4. Face- 
book is not the reason this 


goal was missed.” 


White House press secretary 
Jen Psaki insisted Monday: 
“We're not in a war or battle 
against Facebook — we're 
in a battle with the virus.” 
But she ramped up pressure 
on the companies to share 
information on how many 
Americans are exposed to 
misinformation on their plat- 
forms and how their secretive 
and powerful algorithms pro- 
mote false content to users. 





“Do you have access to infor- 
mation from these platforms 
as to who is receiving mis- 
information?” she asked. “I 
don’t think that information 
has been released. Do you 
know how the algorithms are 
working at any of these plat- 
forms? I don’t think that in- 
formation has been released.” 





Capitol rioter who breached Senate gets $ months for felony 


(AP) - A Florida man who 
breached the U.S. Sen- 
ate chamber carrying a 
Trump campaign flag 
was sentenced Monday 
to eight months behind 
bars, the first punishment 
handed down for a felony 
charge in the Jan. 6 Capi- 
tol riot and one that could 
help determine the sever- 
ity of other sentences in 
hundreds of pending cas- 
es. 





In pronouncing the sentence 
on Paul Allard Hodgkins, 
U.S. District Judge Ran- 
dolph Moss said the 38-year- 
old had played a role, if not 
as significant as others, in 
one of the worst episodes in 
American history. Thousands 
of rioters loyal to then-Presi- 
dent Donald Trump stormed 
the Capitol and disrupted the 
certification of Joe Biden’s 
election win, in a stunning 
display of public violence. 


“That was not, by any stretch 
of the imagination, a pro- 
test,” Moss said. “It was ... 
an assault on democracy.” He 
added: “It left a stain that will 
remain on us ... on the coun- 
try for years to come.” 


Moss acknowledged Hodg- 
kins’ sentence could set a 
benchmark for future cases. 
And deciding an appropri- 
ate punishment was made 
more challenging because the 
case is unique and the court 
couldn't look to previous 
sentencings as a guide. 


More than 500 people have 
been charged so far for 
their participation in the at- 
tack, and many like Hodg- 
kins were accused of serious 
crimes but were not indicted, 
as some others were, for roles 
in larger conspiracies. They 
will have to decide whether 
to plead guilty or go to trial. 





Moss interrupted Hodgkins’ 
attorney, Patrick Leduc, to 





ask if granting the defense 
request to spare Hodgkins 
from prison could encour- 
age others disgruntled by the 
results of a future election to 
besiege the Capitol. 





But he said Hodgkins de- 
served a lesser sentence than 
the 18 months prosecutors 
had requested, in part be- 





cause he didn’t assault any- 
one, didn’t damage govern- 
ment property and wasn’t 
among the lead attackers. 


Hodgkins apologized to 
the court and said he felt 
ashamed. Speaking calmly 
from a prepared text, he de- 
scribed being caught up in 
the euphoria as he walked 
down Washington’s most fa- 
mous avenue, then followed 


a crowd of hundreds into the 
Capitol. 


He pleaded guilty last month 
to obstructing an official pro- 
ceeding by participating in an 
attack that forced lawmakers 
to run and hide in fear. Five 
people died, including a po- 
lice officer and rioter shot by 
police. Two other police offi- 
cers who faced Jan. 6 rioters 
died by suicide days later. 


Under the June plea deal, 
Hodgkins agreed to plead 
guilty to the one count and 
pay $2,000 in restitution to 
the ‘Treasury Department. 
In exchange, prosecutors 
agreed to drop less serious 
charges, including entering a 
restricted building and disor- 
derly conduct. They also said 
they would ask for a reduced 
sentence for acceptance of 
responsibility and for saving 
the government from a costly 
trial. 
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California launches AA free school lunch program in US 


(AP) — When classrooms 
in California reopen for 
the fall term, all 6.2 mil- 
lion public school stu- 
dents will have the option 
to eat school meals for 
free, regardless of their 
family’s income. 


The undertaking, made pos- 
sible by an unexpected bud- 
get surplus, will be the largest 
free student lunch program 
in the country. School offi- 
cials, lawmakers, anti-hunger 
organizations and parents are 
applauding it as a pioneering 
way to prevent the stigma of 
accepting free lunches and 
feed more hungry children. 


“This is so historic. It’s be- 
yond life-changing,” said 
Erin Primer, director of food 
services for the San Luis 
Coastal Unified School Dis- 
trict on California’s central 
coast. 


Several U.S. cities includ- 
ing New York, Boston and 
Chicago already offer free 
school meals for all. But until 
recently, statewide universal 
meal programs were consid- 
ered too costly and unreal- 
istic. California became the 
first state to adopt a universal 
program late last month, and 
Maine followed shortly after 
with a similar plan. 


“We've completely lev- 
eled the playing field when 
it comes to school food,” 
Primer said. The extra fund- 
ing will also allow her to of- 
fer tastier, better quality food 
such as fresh bread, produce 
and cheese from local pro- 
ducers, she said. 


Under federal rules, a fam- 
ily of four must make less 
than $34,000 a year to qualify 
for free meals and $48,000 
to qualify for reduced-price 
meals. The caps shift annu- 
ally but are based on federal 
poverty measures that don't 
take into account the high 
cost of living and taxes in 
California. 


“So it’s just for the most poor 
families, and not even all of 
them because some people 
failed to sign up or were fear- 
ful to sign up,” said Kat Tay- 
lor, a philanthropist and ma- 
jor funder of the Center for 
Ecoliteracy and the TomKat 
Ranch that backed Califor- 


nia’s plan. 


About 60% of California 
students qualify, but experts 
say the number of children 
who need food assistance is 
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much higher in a state with 
vast income inequality. Com- 
munities of color are dispro- 
portionately affected and im- 
migrant communities in par- 
ticular are fearful of applying 
because of detailed forms 
that ask intrusive questions 
such as their family income, 
Social Security number and 
children’s immigration sta- 
tus. 


Schools reported a declining 
percentage of families apply- 
ing for free and reduced-price 
meals during the Trump ad- 
ministration, which attempt- 
ed to tighten immigration 
policies and public benefits. 


Like school officials state- 
wide, Primer has countless 
tales of children who strug- 
gled to pay for school meals 
or were too ashamed to eat 
for free. There was the child 
whose mother called Primer, 
distraught because she made 
a few hundred dollars too 
much to qualify; the father 
who is in the country illegally 
and feared that filling out the 
free meal application could 
get him deported; and con- 
stant cases of high schoolers 
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not wanting friends to know 
they need free food, so they 
skip eating. 


When the pandemic hit, it 
changed everything — in- 
cluding how school meals 
were served — and provided 
an impetus for the universal 
program, which had bipar- 
tisan, unanimous support. 
Lawmakers previously had 
only pursued targeted bills 
such as easing school lunch 
debt. 

After schools shut in March 
2020, many transformed 
their parking lots into pickup 
sites, and federal funding al- 
lowed schools to offer meals 
to anyone. There were no ap- 
plications, qualifications and 
no questions asked. 





The massive turnout showed 
how much families rely on 
the meals. 


The Los Angeles Unified 
School District, the state’s 
largest with 600,000 stu- 
dents, handed out upward 
of 400,000 meals a day, said 
spokeswoman Shannon 
Haber. San Luis Coastal, 
with 7,500 students, gave 


out 30,000 meals a week at 
the height of the pandemic, 
nearly triple the number be- 
fore. The district includes 
the wealthy city of San Luis 
Obispo and lower-income 
areas. 


“I thought it was a pipe 
dream for a long time,” said 
Sen. Nancy Skinner, a long- 
time advocate for universal 
free meals. 


Backed by over 200 organi- 
zations in a coalition called 
“School Meals for All,” Skin- 
ner and other lawmakers 
pushed for funding in the 
state budget, seizing the mo- 
mentum at a time when Cali- 
fornia is flush with cash. The 
$262 billion budget provides 
$54 million for the coming 
school year, supplementing 
funding from the Biden ad- 
ministration through June 
2022. After that, California 
will spend $650 million an- 
nually. 


“If you're a hungry child, 
you're not going to learn 
well,” said Skinner, a Demo- 
crat representing Berkeley. 
“Why should we have to 
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go through a bureaucratic 
hassle to get a kid fed, when 
we could just have universal 
meals?” 


Senate Education Commit- 
tee Republicans supported 
the plan as a way to help fam- 
ilies struggling with Califor- 
nia’s high cost of living. Sen. 
Brian Dahle, a Republican 
from a largely rural area of 
Northern California, said he 
had watched kids at his chil- 
dren’s school steal leftover 
food when cafeteria workers 
weren’t looking. 


“For a lot of them that was 
their dinner and they were 
sneaking it or taking it off 
someone’s plate when they 
didn’t finish it,” said Dahle. 


Schools rarely turn hungry 
kids away. But for children 
who didn’t qualify and need- 
ed lunch, their parents were 
billed and many racked up 
huge debts. In recent years 
some schools threatened to 
not let students graduate 
middle or high school un- 
til lunch debts were paid, or 
stamped the hands of stu- 
dents who owed money, said 
Jessica Bartholow, chief of 
staff for Skinner who previ- 
ously was an anti-hunger ad- 
vocate. 


Some schools would hire 
debt collectors to hound par- 
ents, but at the end of the year 
schools have to use general 
fund dollars to pay off lunch 
program debts, she said. 


For Tina Self, a mother of 
three, avoiding the cost of $3 
school lunches every day will 
be an enormous relief. 


“It might seem like a little bit, 
but it helps a lot,” said Self, 
who lives in San Luis Obispo 
where a gallon of gas can cost 
just shy of $5 a gallon and 
rent is “crazy.” 


“Lucky for us we both have 
a job and we have two run- 
ning cars,” she said of herself 
and her husband. “But we're 
barely making it as it is.” 


Tony Wold, an associ- 
ate superintendent of the 
West Contra Costa Unified 
School, says it’s about time 
lunches were free. 


“Just like you need to give 
students textbooks and a 
computer, there are certain 
things you need to do. And 
this is one of them,” Wold 
said. 
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Anger as French protesters compare vaccines to Nazi horrors 


(AP) — A French Ho- 
locaust survivor has de- 
nounced anti-vaccination 
protesters comparing 
themselves to Jews who 
were persecuted by Nazi 
Germany during World 
War II. French officials 
and anti-racism groups 
joined the 94-year-old in 
expressing indignation. 


As more than 100,000 peo- 
ple marched around France 
against government vaccine 
rules on Saturday, some dem- 
onstrators wore yellow stars 
recalling the ones the Nazis 
forced Jews to wear. Other 
demonstrators carried signs 
evoking the Auschwitz death 
camp or South Africa’s apart- 
heid regime, claiming the 
French government was un- 
fairly mistreating them with 
its anti-pandemic measures. 


“You can’t imagine how 
much that upset me. This 
comparison is hateful. We 
must all rise up against this 
ignominy,” Holocaust sur- 
vivor Joseph Szwarc said 
Sunday during a ceremony 
commemorating victims of 
antisemitic and racist acts by 
the French state, which col- 
laborated with Adolf Hitler”s 
regime. 


“I wore the star, I know what 
that is, I still have it in my 
flesh,” Szwarc, who was de- 
ported from France by the 
Nazis, said with tears in his 
eyes. “It is everyone’s duty to 
not allow this outrageous, an- 
tisemitic, racist wave to pass 
over us.” 


Historian and former Nazi 
hunter Serge Klarsfeld also 





took aim at the analogy, stress- 
ing Monday that “the yellow 
star was a symbol of death 
that excluded Jews from so- 
ciety and marked them for 
extermination, while vac- 


law is in place. 


“We won't cede to a dicta- 
torship of images and outra- 
geous words,” the govern- 
ment spokesman said in ref- 
erence to the anti-vaccination 





cines, on the other hand, save 
lives.” “To equate the two, he 
told The Associated Press, is 
an “odious” comparison that 
serves to trivialize the yellow 
star. 


French government spokes- 
man Gabriel Attal lamented 
the “absolutely abject com- 
parisons” of vaccine rules to 
Nazi atrocities, and he urged 
other political leaders to 
speak out. 


Attal later stressed the need 
for vaccinations despite some 
increasingly radical pockets 
of resistance. 


“We are in a fourth wave,” he 
said after a Monday evening 
Cabinet meeting, a day be- 
fore a bill goes to parliament 
to make vaccination passes to 
access public spaces, includ- 
ing restaurants, obligatory. It 
enters into force Wednesday 
for cultural and recreational 
venues, and early August for 
restaurants, bars and other 
places — once the fast-track 





protesters. 


The International League 
against Racism and Anti- 
Semitism said the anti- 
vaccination protesters were 
“mocking victims of the 
Holocaust” and minimiz- 
ing crimes against human- 
ity committed during World 
War II. 


Some commentators said 
political forces that are jock- 
eying ahead of next year’s 
French presidential election 
manipulated the protesters. 


Saturday’s protests drew a 
mix of people angry at the 
government for various rea- 
sons, and notably, supporters 
of the far right. Prominent 
French far-right figures have 
been convicted in the past of 
antisemitism, racism and de- 
nying the Holocaust. 


The government is introduc- 
ing a bill Monday requiring a 
ll health care workers to get 


vaccinated against the coro- 
navirus and requiring COV- 
ID-19 passes to enter restau- 
rants and other venues. 





At a large protest in Paris 
on Saturday against vaccine 
rules, one demonstrator past- 
ed a star on his back reading 
“not vaccinated.” Another, 
Bruno Auquier, a 53-year-old 
town councilor who lives on 
the outskirts of Paris, drew a 
yellow star on his T-shirt and 
handed out arm bands with 
the star. 


“I will never get vaccinated,” 
Auquier said. “People need to 
wake up,” he said, question- 


ing the safety of COVID-19 


vaccines. 


Auquier expressed concern 
that the new measures would 
restrict his two children’s 
freedom and pledged to take 
them out of school if vaccina- 
tion becomes mandatory. 


Polls suggest most French 
people support the measures, 
but they have prompted an- 
ger in some quarters. Vandals 
targeted two vaccination cen- 
ters in southwest France over 
the weekend. One was set 
on fire, and another covered 
in graffiti, including a refer- 
ence to the Nazi occupation 
of France. 


France has reported more 
than 111,000 deaths in the 
pandemic, and new con- 
firmed cases are increasing 
sharply again, raising worries 
about renewed pressure on 
hospitals and further restric- 
tions that would damage jobs 
and businesses. 


The government ordered 


tougher border controls on 
visitors, and some regions 
have reinstated mask rules 
outdoors and ordered res- 
taurants and bars to close 
early. Government spokes- 
man Attal raised the possibil- 
ity Monday of shutting down 
night clubs again, just days 
after they reopened. 





Klarsfeld, whose father died 
in Auschwitz, pushed back 
against protesters’ demands 
for “liberty” and claims that 
the latest health measures 
were dictatorial, saying that 
dictatorships adopt repressive 
measures to serve their own 
ends, while republics some- 
times adopt necessary mea- 
sures for everyone’s good. 


“What freedom is it they 
seek? The freedom to be 
contagious?” he asked. 


In Germany last year, sev- 
eral people protesting virus 
restrictions put on Stars of 
David, prompting prominent 
German Jewish leader Josef 
Schuster to denounce a “dis- 
gusting instrumentalization” 
of the symbol. 


In Russia, popular actor Ye- 
gor Beroyev wore a yellow 
star last month at an awards 
ceremony, speaking of “wak- 
ing up in a world where 
(COVID-19 vaccination) 
became an identification 
mark.” He drew widespread 
criticism but also scattered 
support. He spoke after the 
Moscow mayor announced 
new coronavirus restrictions 
including for restaurants. 
Those restrictions only lasted 
three weeks. 


Red Cross staff to join migrant rescue boat in Mediterranean 


(AP) — A France-based 
migrant rescue organiza- 
tion soon will be getting 
medical and other assis- 
tance aboard its charity 
ship in the Mediterranean. 


The International Federa- 
tion of Red Cross and Red 
Crescent Societies, known 
as IFRC, said Monday that 
its teams will go aboard the 
Ocean Viking rescue ship 
starting in August in the 
central Mediterranean Sea. 


That's an area heavily used by 
traffickers based in Libya who 
launch unseaworthy boats 
crowded with migrants to- 
ward Italy’s southern shores. 
Rescue ships often host the 
migrants aboard for days 


until Italy or Malta grants 
permission to dock and 
disembark the passengers. 


The Geneva-based orga- 
nization will be providing 
first aid and other medi- 
cal care, psychological sup- 
port, dry clothes and blan- 
kets as well as food to res- 
cued migrants aboard the 
ship operated by the char- 
ity SOS Mediterranee. 


“Lives continue to be need- 
lessly lost in the Mediter- 
ranean Sea, particularly on 
the long and treacherous 
Central Mediterranean route 
between Libya and Europe,” 
the two humanitarian orga- 
nizations said in a joint state- 
ment. They noted that 792 





people are known to have 
died on that route while try- 
ing to reach Europe in the 
first six months of this year, 
three times as many as in 


the same period in 2020. 


“We are proud to start this 
new mission, but we also call 
on the EU and its member 


states to urgently increase 
search and rescue operations,” 
IFRC President Francesco 
Rocca said in the statement. 


The Italian and Maltese gov- 
ernments have appealed to 
other nations in the Europe- 
an Union to take in some of 
the tens of thousands of res- 
cued migrants in recent years, 
since many of them hope to 
reach northern Europe to 
find jobs or relatives there. 


Many of the migrants are 
denied asylum because they 
are fleeing poverty and not 
war, other conflict or per- 
secution. But for the large 
part, the appeals by Italy 
and Malta to their EU part- 
ners have gone unheeded. 
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Breivik survivors keep AI for their vision of Norway 


(AP) — On the 10th an- 
niversary of Norway’s 
worst peacetime slaugh- 
ter, survivors of Anders 
Behring Breivik’s assault 
worry that the racism 
which nurtured the anti- 
Islamic mass murderer is 
re-emerging in a nation 
known for its progressive 
politics. 


Most of Breivik’s 77 victims 
on July 22, 2011, were teen 
members of the Labor Party 
— idealists enjoying their 
annual camping trip on the 
tranquil, wooded island of 
Utoya, in a lake northwest of 
Oslo, the capital. Today many 
survivors are battling to keep 
their vision for their country 
alive. 


“I thought that Norway 
would positively change for- 
ever after the attacks. Ten 
years later, that hasn’t hap- 
pened. And in many ways, 
the hate we see online and 
the threats against people in 
the Labor movement have 
increased,” said Aasmund 
Aukrust, then-deputy leader 
of the Labor Youth Wing who 
helped organize the camp. 





Today he’s a national law- 
maker campaigning for a 
nationwide inquiry into the 
right-wing ideology that in- 
spired the killer. 


Aukrust ran from the bul- 





lets flying through the for- 
est then lay hidden for three 
terrifying hours while he saw 
friends murdered nearby. A 
vocal proponent of properly 
reckoning with the racism 
and xenophobia in Norway, 
Aukrust has been the target 
of online abuse, including re- 
ceiving the message that “we 
wish Breivik had done his 
job.” 


The victims of the Utoya 
massacre came from towns 
and villages throughout Nor- 
way, turning a personal trag- 
edy into a collective trauma 
for many of the country’s 5.3 
million inhabitants. Survi- 
vors were joined by a shaken 
population who were deter- 
mined to show that Norway 
would become more — not 
less — tolerant and reject the 
worldview that motivated the 


killer. 


A decade later, some survi- 
vors believe that collective 


determination is waning. 


“What was very positive af- 
ter the terror attacks was that 
people saw this as an attack 
on the whole of Norway. It 
was a way of showing solidar- 
ity,” said Aukrust. “But that 
has disappeared. It was an at- 
tack on a multicultural soci- 
ety. And though it was the act 
of one person, we know that 
his views are shared by more 
people today than they were 
10 years ago.” 


Breivik struck at Labor Par- 
ty institutions he believed 
were aiding what he called 
the “Islamization” of Nor- 
way. Dressed as a policeman, 
he landed on Utoya, shoot- 
ing dead 69 members of the 
youth wing and injuring 
scores more. He had earlier 
murdered eight people in a 
bomb attack at government 


buildings in Oslo. 


“It wasn’t random that it was 


our summer camp that was 
attacked. The hatred was 
against us because of our val- 
ues of openness and inclu- 
siveness,” said Sindre Lysoe, 
a survivor from Utoya who 
is now the general secretary 
of the Labor Party’s Youth 
Wing. 


“After Utoya, it was too hard 
for many people to go back to 
politics. For me and for soci- 
ety, 1t was very important to 
raise up again and fight back 
through more of the good 
work we knew we could 
do,” he said. “Before 22 July, 
politics was important, after- 
wards it became about life 


and death.” 


After hearing about the Oslo 
bombing on the “darkest 
day of all of our lives,” he 
remembers his friends tell- 
ing each other they were 
in the safest place on earth. 
Within minutes, the gunfire 
and screaming began on the 
island. Today Lysoe spends a 
lot of his time warning young 
people about the dangers of 
right-wing extremism. 


In the years following the at- 
tack, Norway’s security po- 
lice, the PST, continued to 
rank Islamists as more likely 
to carry out domestic terror- 
ism than right-wing extrem- 
ists. 


But after the New Zealand 


mosque attacks in 2019 killed 
51 people, and a copycat at- 
tempt by Norwegian shooter 
Philip Manshaus just outside 
Oslo later that year in which 
the killer’s sister died, Nor- 
way’s security police changed 
its annual assessments. It 
now ranks the two forms of 
extremism at the same dan- 
ger level. 


“As we progressed into 2013 
and 2014, European migra- 
tion and IS became the prisms 
that we saw terror through. 
Norway went back to a nar- 
rative of extremism being 
largely foreign,” said Bjoern 
Ihler, who escaped the bullets 
by swimming in frigid waters 
around the island to safety. 


“There is a failure in self- 
reflection. We are missing the 
fact that Anders Breivik and 
Manshaus were Norwegian, 
but also so were a lot of the 
extremists throughout the 
last decade that should have 
been caught by our social sys- 
tem,” he said. 


Since the July 22 attacks, 
Ihler has become an expert 
in countering radicalization, 
founding the Khalifa-Ihler 
Institute for Peace Building 
and Counter Extremism, ad- 
vising European Union and 
chairing a panel at the Global 
Internet Forum to Counter 
‘Terrorism. 


raql officials: Roadside bomb kills wl in Baghdad old 


(AP) — A roadside bomb 
attack targeted a Bagh- 
dad suburb Monday, kill- 
ing at least 30 people and 
wounding dozens of oth- 
ers at a crowded market, 
Iraqi medical officials 
said. 


The attack took place in the 
Wahailat market in Sadr 
City, Iraq’s military said in a 
statement. Two medical of- 
ficials said at least 30 people 
were killed and dozens more 
wounded in the powerful ex- 
plosion. They spoke on con- 
dition of anonymity in line 
with regulations. 


The blast happened a day be- 
fore the Eid al-Adha holiday 
when the market was busy 
with shoppers looking for 
gifts and groceries. 


Piles of merchandise lay on 
the ground after the explo- 
sion. Shopkeepers recounted 
to security forces how the 


blast occurred as they sal- 
vaged what items they could. 


There was no immediate 
claim of responsibility for 
the bombing but the Islamic 
State group has claimed simi- 
lar attacks in the area before. 


Prime Minister Mustafa al- 
Kadhimi placed the com- 
mander of the federal police 
regiment responsible for the 
area of the market place un- 
der arrest, the military state- 
ment said. It also said an in- 
vestigation was launched. 


It was the third time this year 
that a bomb hit a market in 
the densely populated neigh- 
borhood in eastern Baghdad. 


In June, 15 people were 
wounded when a bomb 
placed under a kiosk in an- 
other Sadr City market deto- 
nated. In April, at least four 
people were killed in a car 


bomb attack in Sadr City. 








That blast was caused by an 
explosive device attached to a 
parked car at the market. 


Monday’s attack comes two 
months ahead of federal elec- 
tions slated for Oct. 10. 





Large bomb attacks, once an 
almost daily occurrence in 
Baghdad, have slowed in re- 
cent years since IS was de- 
feated on the battlefield in 
2017. 

Attacks persist, however. In 


January, over 30 people were 
killed in a twin suicide bomb- 
ing in a busy commercial area 
in central Baghdad. It was the 
deadliest bombing in three 
years to strike Iraq’s capital. 
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(AP) - In a year of firsts in 
the majors, Collin Mori- 
kawa might have topped 
them all. 


His performance over four 
days at the British Open was 
unlike anything seen at Royal 
St. George’s, even in such 
Ideal weather for the English 
coast. 


In his first real test of links 
golf, Morikawa didn't make a 
bogey over his final 31 holes, 
blowing past mistake-prone 
Louis Oosthuizen and never 
flinching as Jordan Spieth 
made one last charge late 
Sunday afternoon. 


Morikawa made three 
straight birdies at the turn 
to build a four-shot lead. He 


made a 20-foot birdie on the 
14th when Spieth had closed 
to within one. He saved par 
with a 10-foot putt on the 
next hole for breathing room. 


“When you make history — 
and I’m 24 years old — it’s 
hard to grasp,” Morikawa 
said. 

The silver claret jug in his 
possession as he stood on 
the 18th green, Morikawa 
first paid tribute to Matthias 
Schmid of Germany, who 
won the silver medal as low 
amateur. 


“It feels like literally two 
years ago I was an amateur,” 
Morikawa told him. 


That is entirely literal. 
Two years ago, the ink was 





barely dry on his diploma 
from Cal. In the eight ma- 
jors Morikawa has played 
since then, he has won two 
of them. The last player to 
win two professional majors 
in so few attempts was Bobby 
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Jones nearly a century ago. 


“It’s so hard to look back at 
the two short years that I 
have been a pro and see what 
Pve done because I want 
more,” he said. “I enjoy these 


moments and I love it, and I 
want to teach myself to em- 
brace it a little more.” 


The major season began with 
Hideki Matsuyama becom- 
ing the first Japanese player to 
win the Masters. Phil Mick- 
elson became the first player 
at age 50 to win a major at 
the PGA Championship. No 
one had ever birdied the last 
two holes at the U.S. Open 
to win by one shot until Jon 
Rahm at Torrey Pines. 


Morikawa played 20 tourna- 
ments worldwide with no 
spectators, and then only 
limited spectators since 
March. The British Open 
had the largest gallery since 
the return of golf from the 
COVID-19 pandemic. 


Japan girds for a surreal Olympics, and questions are plenty 


(AP) — After a yearlong 
delay and months of hand- 


wringing that rippled 
across a  pandemic-in- 
flected world, a Summer 
Games unlike any other is 
at hand. It’s an Olympics, 
sure, but also, in a very 
real way, something quite 
different. 


No foreign fans. No local 
attendance in ‘Tokyo-area 
venues. A reluctant popu- 
lace navigating a surge of vi- 
rus cases amid a still-limited 
vaccination campaign. Ath- 
letes and their entourages 
confined to a quasi-bubble, 
under threat of deportation. 
Government minders and 
monitoring apps trying — 
in theory, at least — to track 
visitors’ every move. Alcohol 
curtailed or banned. Cul- 
tural exchanges, the kind that 
power the on-the-ground 
energy of most Games, com- 
pletely absent. 


And running like an electric

current through it all: the in- 
escapable knowledge of the 
suffering and sense of dis- 
placement that COVID-19 
has ushered in, both here and 
around the world. 


All signs point to an utterly 
surreal and atomized Games, 
one that will divide Japan into 
two worlds during the month 
of Olympics and Paralympics 
competition. 


On one side, most of Japan’s 
largely unvaccinated, 1n- 
creasingly resentful populace 
will continue soldiering on 
through the worst pandemic 
to hit the globe in a century, 
almost entirely separated 
from the spectacle of the To- 
kyo Games aside from what 
they see on TV. Illness and 
recovery, work and play, both 
curtailed by strict virus re- 
strictions: Life, such as it is, 
will go on here. 


Meanwhile, in massive (and 
massively expensive) locked- 


down stadiums, vaccinated 
super-athletes, and the le- 
gions of reporters, IOC offi- 
cials, volunteers and handlers 
that make the Games go, will 
do their best to concentrate 
on sports served up to a rapt 
and remote audience of bil- 
lions. 


Since the pandemic canceled 
the originally scheduled ver- 
sion in 2020, the Japanese 
media have been obsessed 
with the Games. Will they re- 
ally happen? If so, what will 
they look like? And the end- 
lessly fascinating — shock- 
ing, really, to many here — 
prospect of staging an Olym- 
pics during what can seem 
like a slow-motion national 
disaster has permeated the 
society nearly as thoroughly 
as the virus. 


“The mindset that the Olym- 
pics can be pushed through 
by force and that everyone 
should obey the order has 
invited this mess,” the Asahi 
newspaper said in a recent 
editorial. IOC and Japanese 
officials “should learn that 
their absurdity has deepened 
the public distrust in the 
Olympics.” 


Of course, it’s too early to 
predict what, exactly, will 
happen when these cross- 
currents converge during the 
Games, as about 15,000 ath- 
letes and, by some estimates, 
nearly 70,000 officials, media 
and other participants insert 
themselves into the flow of 
Tokyo life in sequestered and 
limited, yet ubiquitous, ways. 


Will the normally hospitable 


Japanese people warm to the 
visitors or become increas- 
ingly infuriated as they watch 
fully vaccinated guests enjoy 
freedoms they haven't ex- 
perienced since early 2020? 
Will the Olympians and oth- 
ers play by the rules meant to 
protect the country they're 
visiting? Will they bring 
in variants that will spread 
through Japan? Will the ef- 
fort to vanquish the corona- 
virus be impeded? 


One thing seems certain: 
These games will have far less 
of what the world has come 
to expect from the Olympics, 
with its attractive mixture of 
human competition at the 
highest level amid celebra- 
tions and cultural exchanges 
on the sidelines by fans, ath- 
letes and local people. 


Usually, the Olympics are a 
vibrant time — a two-week 
party for a host city eager to 
show the world its charms. 
They teem with tourists and 
all the fun that an exotic lo- 
cale and interesting visitors 
can bring. This go-round. 
though, will be strictly cho- 
reographed for TV, with the 
skeptical people of Japan 
largely isolated as yet anoth- 
er state of emergency places 
more constraints on their 
daily lives. 


The story that foreign visitors 
focus on for these Games will 
also be very different from 
the reality on the nation’s 
streets. 


Barring catastrophe, the IOC, 
local newspapers (many of 
which are also sponsors), 


Japanese TV, and rights hold- 
ers like NBC will likely be 
unified in their message: Just 
getting through will be cast as 
a triumph. 


Not many visiting journal- 
ists, however, will linger in 
ICUs or chase down inter- 
views with angry residents 
who feel these Games were 
hoisted onto the nation so 
that the IOC could collect its 
billions in TV money. 


More likely, there will be 
plenty of made-for-TV im- 
ages of a tour-book version of 
Japan, one that mixes shots of 
ancient history, tradition and 
natural beauty with a high- 
tech, futuristic sensibility: 
Think of a sleek, silver bullet 
train, for instance, streaking 
past a snow-capped Mount 
Fuji. A reality, in other words, 
riddled with easy-to-digest 
cliches and predictable estab- 
lishing shots. 


As Tokyo grapples in com- 
ing weeks with the intrinsic 
oddness of these pandemic 
Olympics, the disconnect 
between sports and sickness, 
rhetoric and reality, visitor 
and local will be hard to miss 
for many here. 


Just how a reluctant Japan 
will weather a high-risk ex- 
periment that might come 
to define the coronavirus 
pandemic in future years, 
however, must wait until the 
visitors pack up and go home. 
Only then will the true price 
that the host nation must 
pay for these Surreal Games 
come into focus. 
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Female slo overcome sexism's toll to earn Olympic berth 


(AP) — Johanne Defay 
of France was devastated 
when the mega sponsor 
Roxy dropped her right 
before she became a pro 
surfer in 2014, shatter- 
ing her confidence and 
threatening her career al- 
together. 


“They were just like "Oh, 
you don't look this way, you 
know, for, like, pictures,” De- 
fay said. “And I just felt like 
I was never doing enough or 
I wasn’t fitting in, in the way 
that they wanted for their 
brand.” 


Now, Defay is headed to the 
Tokyo Olympics for surfing’s 
debut at the Summer Games, 
buoyed by an upset win 
against reigning world cham- 
pion Carissa Moore at the 
high-intensity Surf Ranch 
competition last month. 


Though there’s much excite- 
ment and renewed enthusi- 
asm for the women’s game, 
years of objectification, pay 
disparities and an oppor- 
tunity gap have taken their 
toll. Industry leaders from 
the professional World Surf 
League and the developmen- 
tal USA Surfing say they’re 
committed to righting the 
wrongs that have long held 








female ae back in the 
male-dominated sport. 

The mental, financial and lo- 
gistical roadblocks for wom- 
en in surfing date back cen- 
turies. 

Hawaiians who invented the 
sport treated it as an egali- 
tarian national pastime that 
all genders, ages and social 
classes enjoyed, according to 
Isaiah Helekunihi Walker, a 
Hawaii surfing historian. But 
Christian missionaries who 
arrived on the island tried 
to ban surfing in large part 
because of nudity — surfing 
naked was common at the 
sports’ inception. Though 
locals largely defied the col- 
onizers, female surfers saw 
their ranks shrink dispropor- 
tionately. 


“When it comes to control- 
ling nudity, it’s about con- 


trolling female bodies,” said 
Walker, also a BYU- Hawaii 
history professor. 


Even for Moore, the child 
prodigy who could beat the 
boys before growing up to 
be — at 18 years old — the 
youngest World Surf League 
champion in history, said 
she’s also struggled with her 
body image. Moore is 28 now 
and has spoken openly about 
starving herself as a teenager, 
only to binge eat later, and 
once even trying to force her- 
self to throw up. 


“Everyone had this idea of 
what a surfer girl should look 
like. And there were a lot of 
‘hot lists’ or the ‘cutest surf- 
er girl list,” Moore said. “I 
never made them, but then 
you see who actually made 
them and you feel like: “Oh, 
I guess, like, that’s what I 
should look like.”” 





Modern day professional 
surfing in a previous itera- 
tion had a decentralized ap- 
proach that left brand spon- 
sors in charge of many of the 
competition logistics, which 
would vary widely from one 
event to another, said Greg 
Cruse, USA Surfing CEO. 
And though it wasn’t an of- 
ficial rule or standard, there 


was clearly a preference for 
the men’s game. 


Surfing schedules are deter- 
mined in the morning based 
on what the ocean waves are 
like, and it was no secret that 
the boys’ and men’s competi- 
tions would be given the best 
surf conditions, usually in 
the morning. Female surfers 
took the scraps, if they were 
invited at all. 
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“There’d be the event direc- 
tors and they would kind of 
schedule things the way they 
wanted to schedule and there 
would be bias from the out- 
dated patriarchy. It’s changed 
immensely,” Cruse said. “It 
took a while for the women 
to complain about it.” 


A turning point came in 
2013, when new ownership 
took over the professional 
league and the rebranded 
WSL began to prioritize stan- 
dardizing the competitions 
and rebuilding the women’s 
events, said Jessi Miley-Dyer, 
a retired pro surfer who now 
runs the WSLs competition 
as senior vice president. 





In 2019, the WSL as the lead- 
ers of the $10 billion surfing 
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industry also began offer- 
ing equal prize money for all 
its events, making it one of 
the few professional sports 
leagues to achieve pay equity. 


“It was an important state- 
ment to make around the 
value of our athletes. More 
than anything, it speaks to 
the emphasis on women’s 
surfing. We believe men and 
women are valued the same,” 





Miley-Dyer said. “It’s the 
right thing to do.” 
The announcement was 


emotional for many, includ- 
ing Miley-Dyer. Back in 2006 
when she won a pro event, 
she earned just $10,000 — a 
third of what the top male 
surfer took home. 


“I cried because it means so 
much,” Miley-Dyer said. “I 
had also retired, so it wasn’t 
something for me, but it 
felt something to me and so 
many people like me.” 





Next year will be the first 
time the WSL will include its 
women surfers at the famous 
Pipe Masters competition, 
allowing them the chance to 
ride the Banzai Pipeline in 
Oahu, Hawaii, considered by 
many the best waves in the 
world. 


Road success helps Brewers take commanding NL Central lead 


(AP) — The Milwaukee 
Brewers are returning 
home with the biggest di- 
vision lead of any National 
League team, but it’s their 
success away from Mil- 
waukee that has helped 
them build a seven-game 
cushion. 


Milwaukee's weekend sweep 
at NL Central rival Cincin- 
nati improved the Brewers’ 
road record to 29-18, the best 
in the majors. The Brewers 
begin a five-game homestand 
Tuesday against the Kansas 
City Royals. 


Outfielder Christian Yelich 
credits the Brewers’ road 
success to their togetherness. 


“Everybody really likes each 
other, picks each other up,” 
Yelich said. “Just the tough- 
ness. Everybody just wants to 
win, and we’re willing to do 
whatever it takes to get that 
done.” 


For whatever reason, those 
traits have stood out more 
when they’re away from Mil- 
waukee. The Brewers have 
been even better on the road 


than at home, where they're 
27-21. 


“There's not an explana- 
tion for that,” manager Cralg 
Counsell said. “You just play a 
good baseball game and that's 
what happens. We get into 
that all the time — day-game 
records, road records. It's just 
playing good baseball.” 


The Brewers have been play- 
ing great baseball for the last 
two months as they’ve with- 
stood a multitude of injuries. 
Their 35-16 record since 
May 22 is the best in baseball 
during that stretch. 


May 22 was the day short- 
stop Willy Adames made 
his Brewers debut, and his 
acquisition from ‘Tampa 
Bay has played a big role in 
Milwaukee’s emergence. 
Adames who was hitting .197 
with the Rays, has batted .314 
with a .398 on-base percent- 
age, 11 homers and 37 RBIs 
in 51 games with Milwaukee. 


But there are plenty of other 
reasons why Milwaukee leads 
the NL Central. 

The trio of All-Stars head- 


ing the rotation — Brandon 
Woodruff, Corbin Burnes 
and Freddy Peralta — have 
helped the Brewers top the 
majors in strikeouts (968) 
and rank third in ERA (3.40). 
Opponents are hitting .212 
against Milwaukee. 


All-Star closer Josh Hader 
strugeled in the week leading 
up to the All-Star break but 
has otherwise been excep- 
tional. All-Star catcher Omar 
Narvaez has batted .293 with 
a .387 on-base percentage, up 
dramatically from his .176 av- 
erage and .294 OBP in 2020. 
Avisail Garcia’s 17 homers 
are three off his career high. 
Luis Urias, who didn’t hom- 
er at all last season, has gone 
deep 13 times this year. Role 
players such as Jace Peterson 
and ‘Tyrone Taylor have pro- 
vided a boost. 





That has enabled the Brewers 
to thrive even without get- 
ting the expected contribu- 
tions from notable position 
players. 





Lorenzo Cain hasn’t played 
since May 31 due to a ham- 
string injury, though he’s get- 


ting closer to a return. Jackie 
Bradley Jr. is hitting .173. 
Kolten Wong has gone on 
the injured list three times. 
Yelich, the 2018 NL MVP 
isn’t hitting for much power 
— his slugging percentage is 


Yelich showed signs of prog- 
ress by hitting a go-ahead 
RBI double in the 11th in- 
ning Saturday and homering 
Sunday. 


Although the Brewers have 
reached the postseason each 
of the last three years, this big 
lead puts them 1n an unfamil- 
lar position. 


Last year, they capitalized 
on MLB’s expanded playoff 
format to reach the post- 
season without ever being 
above .500. They reached the 
playoffs in 2018 and 2019 by 
making huge stretch runs. 


“It’s a bad week away from 
being a really tight race,” 
Yelich said. “Its far, far, far 
from over.” 


The surging Brewers aren’t 
the biggest story in Milwau- 





kee, where the Bucks are 
bidding for their first NBA 
title since 1971. The Bucks' 
run also has caught the at- 
tention of the Brewers, who 
moved Tuesday’s game to an 
afternoon start so it wouldn’t 
conflict with Game 6 of the 
NBA Finals. 


“We're all excited,” said 
Counsell, who attended the 
Bucks’ Game 4 victory. “We 
really are. I mean, the club- 
house is excited for them, I 
know that. We’ve been talk- 
ing about it a lot and we're 
thrilled and happy for the city 
and happy for all the fans. It’s 
a really, really cool thing.”
